As a boy in 
Marceline, Missouri, he used to wave to his uncle, a 
railroad engineer. He even worked for a while as a news 
“butcher,” selling magazines and newspapers to train 
passengers. With his success in Hollywood, Walt hada 
steam railroad set up in the backyard of his home in 
Holmby Hills. This scale model train was large enough 
to ride on, and even went over a trestle and througha 
tunnel under Mrs. Disney’s garden. Because of this long- 
standing love affair with the iron horse, Walt insisted 
that a train be a prominent part of Disneyland, encircl- 
ing the perimeter of the Magic Kingdom. 


The narrator’s voice for Peter 
and the Wolf sounded so fa- 
miliar; who was it?

The narrator was Sterling Hollo- 
way. He did the voices for many 
Disney characters (among them 
the Cheshire Cat and Winnie the 
Pooh), so it is no wonder you rec- 
ognized the voice.

Can you tell me about Felix 
Salten, who wrote Bambi?

Salten was born in Budapest in 
1869, but educated in Vienna. He 
wrote several adult novels and 
plays, but is best known for Bambi, 
first published in English in 1928. 


Disney later adapted his Реті for 
the screen. Most fans of the classic 
comedy, The Shaggy Dog, do not 
realize that it also is from a Salten 
story, The Hound of Florence. Felix 
Salten died in Switzerland in 1945, 
not having lived long enough to 
see the Disney adaptations of two 
of his books.

COMPARING KIDS 


Parents everywhere have found 
themselves comparing their chil- 
dren with other kids, from asking 
another mother, “When did Rachel 
start to talk?” to probing a child, 
“How did Phillip do on the math 
test, honey?” There’s a natural 
drive, it seems, to make sure that a 
child’s performance—both devel- 
opmentally and in terms of achieve- 
ment in school, sports and life—fits 
in nicely with the others. 

Is that drive to compare ultimate- 
ly a bad thing? Should parents 
cringe when they hear themselves 
doing it? Experts say that com- 
paring a child with others is not 
only normal, but in many cases 
may be an important way to pin- 
point potential problems or to re- 
assure a worried parent—or child. 

Often it takes making a compar- 
ison in order to discover a prob- 
lem, says Bernice Sedlik, M.A., a 
speech pathologist in Canoga 
Park, California. "Many parents 
come to us out of a pre-school set- 
ting, after they've had a chance to 
listen to other children talk," she 
says. It's in the pre-schools and 
Mommy-and-Me classes that '90s 
parents typically first find the op- 
portunity to see other children 
communicate and interrelate. 
That, says Sedlik, is valuable. 

"One mother had always had 
an inkling that her three-year-old 
daughter had a speech problem. 
But it wasn't until she could see 
her daughter next to others her 
age, and talk about the issue with 
other parents, that she could ac- 
cept the problem and seek help 
for it," says Sedlik. 

Lynn Musser, Ph.D., assistant 
professor of child development 
and family studies at Purdue Uni- 
versity, says that what psycho- 
logists call social comparison is a 
common and natural thing for 
people to do. She says it's not bad 
for kids to compare themselves 
with other children or for parents 
to compare their children with 
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others. 

"You don't know how fast you 
can run until you race,” she says. 
"But problems start when you ex- 
pect your child to be perfect." 

For the basic growth, develop- 
mental and learning milestones, 
Musser says that pediatricians and 
school teachers are excellent re- 
sources for parents. The variations 
of normal are quite wide, she says, 
and it's a good sign if the profes- 
sionals aren't concerned. What 
gets less attention, she says, is the 
achievement of social behavior 
skills, despite the fact that the pri- 
mary developmental task of pre- 
school and elementary school 
children is to develop good peer 
relationships. 

But whatever the issue, Mausser 
says that "the real trick is to find 
your child's strengths and support 
them." 

She also advises that parents 
keep the big picture in mind: For 
example, if a child who normally 
does well brings home a 70 per- 
cent spelling test score, parents 
shouldn't worry about it. "Tell the 
child, ‘It looks like you had a bad 
day. І know you can do better next 
time.’” But if the lower score be- 
comes a trend, then talk to the 
teacher, she suggests. 

Musser also warns parents to be 


aware of their own personal mo- 
tives when they compare their 
children to others. "We want our 
children to do well but we want to 
be careful about why: Is it so we 
can brag to our friends, or is it to 
help ensure that the children will 
be happy and productive?"

ANOTHER SCHOOL 
YEAR ENDED 


What follows is an excerpt from 
Among Schoolchildren, the best- 
selling book by Tracy Kidder, 
about a remarkable and wonder- 
fully human fifth-grade public- 
school teacher, Chris Zajac.

A BEDTIME SNACK— 
MAYBE FOR FRIENDS AT A SLEEPOVER 


Simple to prepare, and easy on the stomach, the 
following recipe is a good before-bed treat for kids to 
put together. It's also a good way to use up bananas that 
have sat around for too many days.

SPOILED KIDS 


Whether it’s a newborn crying late into 
the night or a 10-year-old whining and com- 
plaining at the slightest provocation, such 
behavior causes many parents to wonder if 
their children are spoiled. What do you do if 
your child seems to be causing others to roll 
their eyes in disapproval? And what can you 
do to prevent the spoiled child syndrome? 

According to Bruce J. McIntosh, M.D., a phy- 
sician at St. Vincent’s Medical Center in Jack- 
sonville, Florida, and author of a recent article 
on the topic in Pediatrics, there is such a thing 
as a spoiled child, although the term has been 
avoided in the last child-rearing decade or so 
because it has had a derogatory connotation. 

“A spoiled child acts in a self-centered way 
because his parents haven't enforced age- 
appropriate limits to help him act his age," 
McIntosh says. 

Unlike other behavior problems of child- 
hood, which are not induced by parents, the 
spoiled child's behavior, McIntosh observes, 
really is attributable to parental behavior. But 


it's the result of the parents lack of action and 
consistency, rather than from parents lavishing 
gifts or attention on the child. 

The issue is one of consistent discipline, not 
indulgence, McIntosh points out. "It's O.K. to 
give liberally of your time and even gifts," he 
says, "as long as follow-through, rules, limits 
and expectations are clear." 

In disciplining children, McIntosh encour- 
ages parents to use behavior modification 
techniques mild enough for parents to use 
every time it’s needed. That's what makes the 
system effective. 

McIntosh says using a “time-out” approach 
for discipline works well, putting the child in 
a corner or on a chair—for one minute per 
year of age, five minutes at the most. Use a 
kitchen timer, he says, and be sure to tell the 
child what it was precisely that he did wrong. 
After the buzzer, don’t discuss the wrongdoing. 

What about babies? McIntosh says that 
somewhere around three months of age, the 
behavior of a baby suggests an ability to ma- 
nipulate his environment. Cries don't nec- 
essarily relate to hunger or other needs, and 
can be a ploy for more attention. 

But it’s often hard for parents to determine 
whether a baby is just being a baby, or is ac- 
tually asking for more than is reasonable.

TIPS ON USING BEHAVIOR MODIFICATION 


The principles of behavior modification were developed by behavioral psychologists 
E.L. Thorndike and B.F. Skinner, and the basics are simple: 


* Be consistent. If you don’t want your child sipping grape juice in the living room, say 


so every time. Stick to your rules.

e Have rules, and make sure they are well understood. Dr. McIntosh suggests these: No 
hitting; be nice to others; respect the rights of others; don't whine; do what your parents 
tell you. These rules, McIntosh says, are cross-cultural. 


e Ignore whining and tantrums. If they don't work, kids will stop using them (eventually); 
if they are effective in getting children the attention they want, they'll increase. 


* The purpose of punishment is not to make the child suffer but to teach him or her the 
limits of acceptable behavior. It is not the severity, but the consistency of the punish- 
ment, that helps the child learn the rules. 


• Reward the behavior you'd like to see repeated. Even saying, “I really like the way you 
just...” will help reinforce the good behavior.

After three months, a baby who is 
not sleeping through the night, 
says McIntosh, is a "trained night 
crier," and parents should realize 
that it's unreasonable for babies to 
make this midnight madness part 
of the family life-style. 

The goal is to teach the baby 
that he can let himself go to sleep; 
the trick is to help him learn to do 
this without needing to be rocked, 
fed or cajoled. McIntosh suggests 
either a cold-turkey approach (peek 
in and check the crying baby, and 
come back 15 minutes later, but 
know that the infant may cry up to 
three or four hours the first night) 
or a debriefing (go in the room, 
keep the light off, pat, but don't 
pick up, the baby). 

"At three months, it's not too 
early to begin to let the child know 
he has limits, and to do so con- 
sistently," McIntosh says. 


Kids need to ledin limits. 


Parents who lack confidence, 
time or energy to meet their child’s 
complex developmental needs 
(and what parent doesn’t at one 
time or another?) run the greatest 
risk of spoiling their children, says 
McIntosh. The risks of spoiling are 
more severe than chronic whining 
and frequent tantrums. Says Mc- 
Intosh,“There is no upper age 
limit on being a spoiled child; 
some will carry this pattern of 
behavior into adulthood."

WRITING YOUR 
FAMILY S HISTORY 


If older relatives are constantly 
reminiscing about the good old 
days, why not preserve their 
stories by writing a family history 
and making copies for your 
younger relatives? Family histo- 
ries should be more than dull ped- 
igree charts. You will want to in- 
clude anecdotes about your ances- 
tors; pictures of family heirlooms 
such as great-grandmother's quilt; 
family portraits; family recipes; or 
details about family traditions and 
family rituals. Tape recorders are 
invaluable in collecting informa- 
tion and enable children to par- 
ticipate in the process. 

There are several good sources 
to give you the information you 
need to write and self-publish your 
family history. 

Writing The Family Narrative 
by Lawrence P. Gouldthrup (Salt 
Lake City: Ancestry Inc.) is a clear, 
concise manual that takes you 
step-by-step through the pro- 
cedures for gathering material to 
create a coherent narrative. 

Writing Family Histories and 
Memoirs by Dennis Stovall (Media 
Weavers Inc., Route 3 Box 376, 
Hillsboro, OR 97124) describes 
such genealogical research meth- 
ods as the use of family reunions 
to gather anecdotes and informa- 
tion, and gives tips on how to han- 
dle such tricky problems as family 
feuds or the privacy rights of fami- 
ly members. 

Tracing, Charting and Writing 
Your Family History by Louis M. 
Skalka (New York: Pilot Books) is 
a concise guide to researching and 
writing such a book. 

Families Writing by Peter Still- 
man (Cincinnati, Ohio: Writer's 
Digest Books) offers 50 activities 
that will help your family record 
special moments, share stories 
and preserve family memorabilia. 

If you want to combine a family 
history with a family cookbook, 


"Reunion Recipes" (free from Bet- 
ter Homes and Gardens Maga- 
zines, P.O. Box 10237, Des Moines, 
[A 50336) includes tips on gath- 
ering together family recipes, and 
on designing the cookbook and 
getting it printed. 


Creating a family history is an activity 
shared by all ages. 


Photography for Genealogists 
by Wilma Sadler Shull (Salt Lake 
City: Ancestry Inc.) shows you 
how to use your camera to add 
visual interest to your written fam- 
ily history. Topics include copying 
historical photographs, photo- 
graphing family heirlooms, and 
photographing library documents.

DO YOUR KIDS 
NEED VITAMINS? 


In a world in which kids are 
fussy eaters and dinner often 
means fast food, it should be no 
wonder that for many, daily vi- 
tamins have become a regular 
routine of childhood. But are they 
necessary? 

According to experts, very few 
children in our society have symp- 
toms of vitamin deficiency. Says 
John Udall, M.D., Ph.D., associate 
professor of pediatrics at the Uni- 
versity of Arizona Health Sciences 
Center and a member of the 
American Academy of Pediatrics 
Committee on Nutrition, “If a child 
is growing and developing nor- 
mally, the likelihood is that the 
child doesn’t need any vitamin 
supplementation.” 

Yet parents feel uneasy as they 
watch their three-year-old eat 


nothing but peanut butter and jelly 
for three days straight. And they 
worry about the health of their 12- 
year-old, knowing that he is so 
anxious to get out on the play- 
ground at lunch that the shiny red 
apple is the first thing to be slam- 
dunked in the trash. So it seems 
important to spring for multi- 
colored cartoon character vita- 
mins promising that elusive 100% 
minimum daily requirement. 

For babies, the issues are dif- 
ferent. Infants who are exclusively 
breast-fed for the first six months 
of life and are unlikely to be ex- 
posed to sunlight during the win- 
ter may need extra vitamin D, 
says Udall. And for pre-term (pre- 
mature) babies, a multivitamin is 
usually recommended, he adds. 

Depending on whether fluoride 
is added to the water supply, a 
fluoride supplement to strengthen 
tooth enamel may be recom- 
mended by a child’s pediatrician 
or dentist. 


“A healthy-appearing child prob- 
ably doesn’t need any supple- 
mentation,” says Udall. “Yet 
there’s nothing wrong with giving 
a multivitamin preparation in the 
recommended dose. If you have 
more than you need, the body will 
eliminate the water-soluble vi- 
tamins in the urine and will store 
the fat-solubles,” he explains. 

For parents who are concerned 
about whether their children's di- 
ets are adequate, family health 
books, federal government publi- 
cations, and even cereal boxes list 
recommended daily allowances of 
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vitamins and minerals. 

Terry Fletcher Hatch, M.D., as- 
sociate professor of clinical pedi- 
atrics at the University of Illinois 
College of Medicine, suggests that, 
even though children don't devel- 
op vitamin deficiencies by not get- 
ting a vitamin on a given day— 
it takes days or months— parents 
can give their children a vitamin 
on the "bad eating days." It's more 
cost-effective, he says, than giving 
vitamins every day, and at the very 
least, “it makes the parents feel 
much better."

Although blending animation and live-action is 
difficult and time-consuming, mixing media 
has been a standard technique since the 1920s, 
when Koko the Klown bedeviled Max Fleischer 
in the Out of the Inkwell series. (The practice 
goes back even further: Emile Cohl experi- 
mented with combining media around 1908.) 

Because an error as slight as the thickness of 
a line can make the difference between a car- 
toon character touching an actor's hand and 
seeming to pass through it, filmmakers worked 
to simplify the process over the years. Even in 
the most successful combinations—Gene 
Kelly's duet with Jerry the Mouse in Anchors 


AN ANIMATED HERO FOR THE “90s? 


Roger Rabbit has proved so popular that he 
has joined Jiminy Cricket and Tinker Bell in the 
elite group of characters from Disney animated 
features who have appeared in other films. One 
year after the premiere of Who Framed Roger 
Rabbit, the nutty bunny returned to 
the screen in Tummy Trouble, the 
studio's first animated short in 25 
years. Many critics believe that its 
presence on a de facto double bill 
helped Honey, I Shrunk the Kids gross 
over $130 million. 

" don't think Disney has created a 
character of the magnitude of Roger 
in the last 30 years — a character who 
jumps off the screen into people's 
laps,” says Peter Schneider, Disney's 
senior vice-president of feature ani- | 
mation.

cessful movie in its own right, but its entertain- 
ment value is enhanced by the Roger cartoon.” 

Director Rob Minkoff and his crew of artists 
had to duplicate the lavish style of the hit 
feature in a fraction of the time and with a frac- 


tion of the budget. 

"We had a twofold job to do,” says anima- 
tor Tom Sito, who worked on both films. "Ме 
wanted to show the audience the same old 
Roger, with no compromise in quality or taste, 


but we also wanted to delve into his character 
more deeply." 

James Baxter, who animated the opening se- 
quence of Roger talking to Baby Herman's 
mother and fumbling in her purse, agrees: "The 
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rand Baby Herman in the 1989 short Tummy Trouble. 


Aweigh or Dick Van Dyke's dance with the 
penguins in Mary Poppins—the actors and car- 
toon characters rarely touch each other. There 
are no trucks, pans or other camera moves 
during these scenes, to avoid the problems of 
trying to match the shifts in perspective in the 
animation. 

Williams and Zemeckis believed the lack of 
interaction between the characters weakened 
the illusion of the cartoons and humans living 
in the same world, and prevented the neces- 
sary suspension of disbelief. Keeping the 
camera static made the resulting film look 
stodgy and old-fashioned. 

"There were all these rules to make it easier 
for the animators, so they could go play tennis 
or something," continues Williams. "T told Bob 
[ was convinced every rule about the use of 
animation and live-action was baloney, and 
that if we were to do it, | wouldn't provide any 
rules. We'd throw out the locked-down camera 
and shoot a modern movie: He could turn the 
camera as much as he wanted and we'd just 
draw the characters in there." 

Their first project was a short test film of 
Roger in a dark alley: The results looked so 


business with the purse was my idea: The se- 
quence gave me a chance to do some pantomime 
with the character. Instead of spouting off left, 
right, and center, he was doing something that 
would make him feel a genuine emotion — em- 
barrassment about trying to get into 
her purse.

Although the animators enjoy making 
them, it's not certain whether any 
additional cartoons will follow Tummy 
Trouble and Roller Coaster Rabbit. 

"We have a couple of ideas we're 
working on, but we haven't decided whether 
or not to continue producing them," explains 
Jeffrey Katzenberg, chairman, The Walt Disney 
Studios. "That's something we have to decide 
with our partners at Amblin." 
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good, Williams said, “it married Disney and 
Amblin.” He moved out of his Soho studio to 
the newly established headquarters of Disney 
Animation UK Ltd. in the Camden Town area 
of London. Young animators from all over the 
world began arriving to work on the film. 

"When we started talking to 
Richard, he said, ‘I like to keep 
things small—we'll do this with 
maybe four or five animators,” 
says Peter Schneider, senior vice 
president, feature animation, Walt 
Disney Pictures. "We ended up with 
300 people working in London, 
and a second unit in Los Angeles." 

The basic technique used in 
Roger was essentially the same one 
the Fleischer artists developed for 
the /nRwell shorts, half a century 
earlier. Each frame of live-action 
footage was printed as a 10 1/2" by 
12 1/2" photostat. The animators 
used the stats to match their drawings to the 
movements of the human actors. Because 
Zemeckis used a hand-held camera in many 
scenes, the point of view shifted slightly from 
frame to frame, making it extremely difficult to 
keep the characters correctly registered, even 
when they were standing still. 

"When a character walks or runs, his feet 
only come in contact with the ground for a few 
frames," explains supervising animator 
Andreas Deja. "But when the character 
is standing there and the hand-held 
camera is moving up and down and 
in little circles, it's just about impos- 
sible to lock him onto the ground— 
his feet seem to slip." 

Deja solved the problem by using 
a live-action prop as an anchor. He 
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Bob Hoskins and Roger with director Robert Zemeckis. 


discovered that if he kept Roger exactly the 
same distance from, say, a bucket on the floor 
in every drawing, the Rabbit seemed to stand 
still while the camera moved around him. 
"Having the camera constantly moving at 
such a subtle pace was scary at first," agrees

animator Dave Spafford, who did the film's 
piano duel scene between Donald Duck and 
Daffy Duck. “But it helped keep the characters 
alive. If the live actor is standing still and the 
camera is locked down, the separation be- 


tween the cartoon character and the actor 
becomes obvious, and the animation can go 
dead. But when the camera's moving, it covers 
up that separation.” 

Character animation is the art of making a 
cartoon figure move with an individual style 
that expresses his unique person- 
ality: No two humans walk exactly 
the same way, and neither should 
any two cartoon characters. An 
essential part of an animator’s job is 
timing a character's motions so he 
appears to be acting on his own 
volition. But for Roger Rabbit, the 
characters movements had to be 
matched to the live-action. 

“The live-action had been shot 
before we began animating, which 
presented unique demands for 
staging the timing," says Tom Sito, 
who drew Judge Doom’s weasels 
laughing themselves to death. "If 
Eddie Valiant hit a weasel and the weasel fell 
and hit a table, Bob Hoskins would do the 
gesture and the prop table would collapse. We 
had to match our animation to those actions 
and still make it look spontaneous.” 
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The hardnosed private eye Eddie Valiant with his

After the animation had been completed, the 
drawings were traced and painted onto cels, 
which were photographed. Crews at ILM used 
optical printers to combine the animation and 
live-action. To heighten the illusion that the 
actors and cartoon characters inhabited the 
same world, ILM crews shot at least three cel 
levels of shadows and highlights for each 
character in every frame. (Additional work was 
required for special effects, like the sparkles on 
Jessica's gown when she sang “Why Don't You 
Do Right” in the Ink and Paint Club.) To simu- 
late the soft edges of real shadows, the cels 
were shot out of focus and underexposed: The 
shaded areas were built up in layers, like the 
tones in a watercolor painting. 

This time-consuming process produced a 
remarkable illusion of solidity. When Jessica 
tugged Eddy Valiant’s tie or Roger held his 
hand, the audience felt that two round, three-

dimensional characters were engaged in an 
action, rather than a three-dimensional human 
and a flat cartoon character. 

Roger Rabbit was produced under tight 
security. No reporters were allowed to visit the 
live-action sets or the animation studio in Lon- 
don. The use of state-of-the-art, computer- 
controlled equipment at ILM led to rumors that 
animation for the film was being done by 
computer—a rumor that infuriated the artists 
who worked on the film. 

“If anybody says this film was done with 
computer animation, there’s going to be 
trouble,” declares Sito. "We did this the old- 
fashioned way, drawing it by hand, frame by 
frame. It's our hommage to the great animators 
and directors whose work we grew up on." 

Literally hundreds of artists worked on an 
often frenetic schedule to make Roger Rabbit. 
By the time the film opened, associate pro- 


WORKING WITH FAMOUS ANIMATED CHARACTERS 


Ordinarily, animators invent an appropriate 
style of movement for a character, one that 
reflects his personality. But Who Framed Roger 
Rabbit featured some of the most famous 
characters in cartoon history: The audience 
would expect Mickey Mouse, Bugs Bunny and 
the rest to move the way they did in the classic 
shorts. The artists had to adapt their well- 
known walks, gestures and expressions to new 
situations. It was a bit like asking an actor to 
play Laurence Olivier, rather than Hamlet. 

“Тһе key was research,” explains supervis- 
ing animator Andreas Deja. "The characters 
changed over time, so we had to decide which 
version was most suitable for the film. For ex- 
ample, the best Mickey shorts are from the late 
"30s and early ‘40s: Brave Little Tailor, The 
Pointer and Mickey's Parrot: Mickey changed 
after that and became a different mouse. Roger 
Rabbit was set in the mid-40s, so we couldn't 
use a version of a character from after 1945.” 

The artists analyzed old cartoons as care- 
fully as athletes studying training films. Ani- 
mator Mark Kausler, who worked with Droopy, 
Tex Avery's phlegmatic basset hound, agrees 


ducer Don Hahn described himself as "suffer- 
ing from 'Post-Roger Syndrome" " and jokingly 
compared the animators to war veterans who 
get together to swap stories ("we'll probably be 
marching in parades soon"). Yet everyone who 
worked on Koger was eager to work on a sim- 
ilar project—a wish that may soon be fulfilled. 

"There is a sequel in development," confirmed 
Jeffrey Katzenberg, chairman of The Walt 
Disney Studios, in a recent interview. "We have 
a story we're working on, and a script is in the 
works. The film is actually a prequel, and we 
hope to start production in early 1991. We figure 
it will take about two years to make, so it will 
probably be released around the end of 1993." 

With the benefit of hindsight, it's easy to say 
that Roger Rabbit had a ready-made audience: 
Members of the Baby Boom generation who 
had grown up watching old theatrical cartoons 
on television would be sure to flock to a so- 
phisticated film that evoked the classic ani- 
mation of the post-war Warner Brothers and 
MOM shorts. 

But during the 705 and early '80s, animation 
had acquired a reputation as box office poison. 
In America, the medium had been stigmatized 


that the research paid off. 

"Droopy was kind of a challenge,” he re- 
calls. "My first stuff had too much action in it. 
| studied the films and discovered the best 
Droopys have the least movement. He tends to 
move quickly when he does move, but the move- 
ment is mainly in the mouth and eyes, and the 
way the ears overlap when he turns his head." 

The fact that these characters were well 
known also provided shortcuts. The artists 
didn't need to invent personalities for these 
characters: The previous generation of anima- 
tors had already done it. 

"|t makes a big difference when you have a 
framework already established and you don't 
have to start from scratch," says Deja. ‘You 
don't have to do a lot of rough animation to re- 
fine these characters — they've been refined 
and polished over the years: We grew up know- 
ing and liking them. It was fun to be able to 
take the Hippo and Ostrich from Fantasia and 
give them this little encore.” 

Kausler summed up the animators' attitude 
when he concluded, ‘The past was not a burden 
on the film: We were having fun with the past.” 


by the often mindless children's programming 
on Saturday morning. For all its technical brilli- 
ance and financial success, the greatest con- 
tribution Who Framed Roger Rabbit may have 
made to the art of animation is the destruction 
of the pernicious shibboleth that animated 
films appeal only to small children. 

"More than anything else, | think Roger Rab- 
bit has legitimized animation for this gen- 
eration again," concludes Schneider. “It’s es- 
tablished animation as a legitimate art form in 
the eyes of a broader public: We're being taken 
seriously as filmmakers, and people are starting 
to talk about animated films seriously. Our 
policy at Disney for the last five years has been 
that animation is a serious art form that can 
be used to make great movies. Roger Rabbit 
has helped that idea gain widespread accep- 
tance, as has a string of good animated pic- 
tures, including The Little Mermaid, The Land 
Before Time, An American Tail, and Oliver and 
Company." О

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The curse of Paul Simon's career is that, even though he's perhaps 
America's most gifted popular songwriter of the rock era, and one of its 
more rhythmically adventurous, he'll forever be best known 
for the sweet ballads and Sixties poesy of Simon and Garfunkel. Yet 
simon and Garfunkel lies far from the center of Paul Simon's music. That 
duo lasted only five years, while Simon's solo career is entering its twen- 
tieth. And, even though Graceland is his only solo album that can com- 
pete with "Bridge Over Troubled Water" and "Mrs. Robinson" and "The 
sounds of Silence" on the royalty ledgers, by any measure except record 


sales, it's Simon's solo years that have been most productive and creative. 
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Despite the long shadow cast by Simon and 
Garfunkel, the special Paul Simon: Solo centers 
immediately on Simon himself, and never 
deviates from its mission: An in-depth explo- 
ration of a remarkable songwriter's career. 
Mark Steyn, the program's British producer/in- 
terviewer, operates from the crucial (and cor- 
rect) assessment that it's the songs Simon's 
written during those solo years— “50 Ways То 
Leave Your Lover," "Still Crazy After All These 
Years,” "Mother and Child Reunion,” “Коаа- 
chrome," "Me and Julio Down By the School- 
yard," “You Can Call Me Al” and all the rest— 
that provide the best lens through which you 
view even Simon and Garfunkel. It's a thesis 
Steyn pursues unfailingly, and that Simon, 
probably glad of being relieved, for once, of ex- 
plaining why he and Garfunkel were never 
creative equals, eagerly follows. 

Not that the show slights the rest of what 
Simon's done. Indeed, his life and music аге 
traced as far back as the grocery store parking 
lot where he first heard Elvis Presley. In fact, 
much of the interview footage comes from a 
leisurely afternoon’s drive through Forest Hills, 
the outer borough New York City neighbor- 
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hood where Simon and his grade school 
chum, Art Garfunkel, grew up. (The rest 
derives from sessions at Simon’s Montauk 
summer home and at his office in the music 
industry’s storied Brill Building.) 

Though Simon insists, "There's really not 
that much difference between my life and 
anybody else's life,” what emerges is anything 
but the usual "Poor Boy Makes Good” profile. 
Simon’s roots were in middle-class America, 
far closer to Ricky Nelson's than Elvis's. His 
keen interest in music was no surprise: Louis 
Simon, his father, was a bassist for orchestras 
on the Arthur Godfrey and Jackie Gleason 
shows; his mother, Belle, was a music 
teacher; his younger brother, Eddie, runs a 
New York guitar school. His fondest memory 
of his best school friend, Arthur Garfunkel, 
whom he met in fourth grade, is as "the kid 
who sang in the talent show." 

Just as Paul Simon is nothing like the 
typical rock superstar—the flashiest scene 
here features him mocking his own pre- 
tensions by wearing a turkey costume in his 
role as Mr. Alienation, the host of a Thanks- 
giving edition of Saturday Night Live—Paul 
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Simon and Garfunkel

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Simon: Solo is nothing like the typical rock TV 
program. The show presents a lot of music but 
few full performances. Instead of being orga- 
nized as a concert, its focus remains on Simon 
throughout, both his personality and the ways 
in which he creates the songs. No one has ever 
done so much with the bare bones of the 
songwriting process—Steyn even gets Simon to 
show off and explain the legal pads on which 
he wrote, over a period of several months, suc- 
cessive versions of the 1983 song “Hearts and 
Bones.” Simon also speaks frankly about 
Graceland, the criticism he faced for recording 
it in South Africa, and his penchant for working 
with Third World and black American musi- 
clans: His solo career began with reggae ses- 
sions in Jamaica; he recorded his second 
album with black gospel groups; and he’s cur- 
rently working on an album based on sessions 
conducted in 1989 in Brazil. 

In this context, Simon is even willing to offer 
a full accounting of Simon and Garfunkel’s ear- 
ly career as the pseudo-Everly duo Tom and 
Jerry, who hit with the Simon-penned "Hey 
Schoolgirl" in 1957, when they were just 16 
years old. Simon goes even further back, play- 
ing a brief acoustic rendition of "The Girl 
For Me,” the first song he ever copyrighted, in 
1955. Because he's as analytical as any per- 
former rock has ever known, Simon ably con- 
nects what he heard on Alan Freed's radio 
show back then to his adult interest in rhythm 
and harmony from all over the planet. "I don't 
know that l've had a really new idea since the 
sixties," he says, not without some pride in 
how good those early ideas were. 

He also carefully outlines what distinguishes 
his work from his Tin Pan Alley predecessors, 
men like George and Ira Gershwin and Irving 
Berlin, who wrote songs mainly as melodic 
devices for others to embellish in performance. 


Simon describes rock history in terms of sounds and rhythms. 
He focuses less on the flashy performers than on the 
sustaining ones, nominating the Beach Boys, 


the Beatles and Bob Dylan as early Sixties creators 


who made “culture that was real.” 


“I think good songs are about sound,” Simon 
says. “If you're writing a song that's telling a 
story, you listen to the sound. And it's the 
sound that tells you whether to stay within the 
rules or break them." 

simon explains in some detail how the 
cohesiveness of his various rhythm sections 
has played the greatest role in the relative com- 
mercial success or failure of his own albums. "If 
a song has deeper meanings, it's all right as 
long as the track is accessible," he says, and his 
examples of how that works range as far back 
as the Fifties. And he separates the inspired

amateurism of his Tom and Jerry days from the 
more professional rock-era songwriters oper- 
ating out of the Brill Building, “the building you 
would get scared to go to.” 

In a sense, then, Paul Simon: Solo offers the 
singer-songwriter’s unique version of rock & 
roll history. Simon has described hearing Elvis 
as “a gigantic cultural earthquake,” but he also 
told me, “When I saw Elvis Presley for the first 
time, I thought, ‘I could never do that.’” That 
comment is unique among rockers; almost all 
the others, from John Lennon to Jon Bon Jovi, 
hoped to become what Elvis was. But Simon 
describes rock history in terms of sounds and 
rhythms. He focuses less on the flashy per- 
formers than on the sustaining ones, nomi- 
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nating the Beach Boys, the Beatles and Bob 
Dylan as early Sixties creators who made 
"culture that was real." 

But if he were only attuned to sounds, Paul 
Simon would not be a major musical artist at 
age 49. Although Simon is reluctant to make 
overtly political statements, preferring instead 
to work with intensely personal metaphors, 
interviewer Steyn, emphasizing the continuity 
between Simon and Garfunkel’s “American 
Tune" and his recent material, does draw 
Simon out a bit. Simon acknowledges his con- 
cern about "a vision of America that doesn't 
include minorities equally," and his disap- 
pointment "that that's the way things are to- 
day." 

On the other hand, despite Simon's reputa- 
tion for self-importance (which led to that im- 
mortal Saturday Night bit) he's also willing to 
deflate his own songs. “Ме and Julio," he 
claims is nothing more than “a fantasy song. 
I’m not sure it means anything.” 

So the Paul Simon who emerges from these 
interviews is a man and a musician who is 
determined to pursue the "culture that flows 
like water," wherever it may lead him. What 
separates him from the majority of his peers is 
his willingness to simply entertain and his 
comfort with larger ideas as well. That's why 
he's capable of following a flop song about a 
surrealist painter ("Rene and Georgette 
Magritte With Their Dog After The War") with 
a hit album made with an a cappella South 
African gospel group. And it's why he's worth 
getting to know in the intimate detail offered 
by Paul Simon: Solo. м
